A.  NOMINATION  PROCEDURE 

1.  DATE  OF  NOMINATION  DAY 

Local  Jurisdictions  Other  Than  Summer  Villages  (s.25) 

September  18,  1989 

Summer  Villages  [s . 1 1 and  M.G.A.  s . 9(1 )] 

July  15,  1989 

2.  BEFORE  NOMINATION  DAY 

APPOINTMENT  OF  RETURNING  OFFICER  (s.12)  The  elected 

authority,  may  by  Resolution,  appoint  a Returning  Officer.  If 
it  fails  to  do  so  then  the  Secretary  of  an  elected  authority  is 
the  Returning  Officer. 

OATH  OF  RETURNING  OFFICER  (s.16)  The  Returning  Officer 

must  subscribe  to  an  oath  of  office  prior  to  assuming  his  duties 
(Form  1). 

WARD  SYSTEM  If  there  are  wards  in  a municipality, 

council,  by  by-law,  may  provide  for  the  nomination  of  candidates 
for  council  by  wards  and  for  the  election  of  candidates  by  the 
general  vote  of  the  electors  (not  less  than  30  days  prior  to 
nomination  day,  s.47).  A "ward"  means: 

• A ward  or  electoral  division  under  the  Municipal 
Government  Act; 

• An  electoral  division  under  the  County  Act; 

• A ward  under  the  Hospitals  Act;  or 

• A ward  or  an  electoral  subdivision  under  the  School  Act. 
Note  that  a Hospital  Board  is  not  an  elected  authority  [s.1(g)]. 
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The  council  of  a City  may,  by  by-law,  divide  the  City  into 
wards  (s.  28  - The  Municipal  Government  Act),  and  the  Board  of  a 
school  jurisdiction,  with  the  approval  of  the  Minister,  by 
resolution,  may  provide  for  a ward  system  (s.225  - The  School 
Act). 


FORM  OF  NOMINATION  (s.27)  Every  nomination  shall  be  in 
the  prescribed  form  (Form  3),  and  if  it  has  been  established  by 
by-law,  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  cash  deposit. 

Where  such  a by-law  has  been  passed,  a nomination  form  is 
not  valid  nor  shall  it  be  acted  upon  unless  it  is  accompanied  by 
the  deposit.  An  incomp  I eted  nomination  form  is  not  acceptable. 

The  nomination  of  candidates  for  election  as  councillors 
shall  be  in  the  form  prescribed  for  use  under  section  27(1)  and 
shall  be  signed  by  at  least  5 electors  eligible  to  vote  at  that 
election. 

IT  IS  NOT  THE  RETURNING  OFFICER'S  RESPONSIBILITY  TO  RULE  ON  THE 
VALIDITY  OF  THE  INFORMATION  CONTAINED  IN  THE  NOMINATION  PAPER. 

However,  he  may  point  out  known  discrepancies.  The 
responsibility  lies  with  a Judge  if  the  election  or  nomination 
is  challenged  by  an  elector. 

REQUIREMENT  THAT  CASH  DEPOSIT  ACCOMPANY  NOMINATION  PAPER 
(s.29).  An  elected  authority  may  by  by-law,  passed  not  later 
than  30  days  before  nomination  day,  require  a cash  deposit  with 
every  nomination.  The  cash  deposit  may  not  exceed: 

• $500  in  a jurisdiction  with  a population  of  more  than 
100,000;  and 

• $100  in  any  other  case. 

This  by-law  will  remain  in  force  until  amended  or  repealed. 
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PROVIDING  FOR  NOTICE  OF  NOMINATION  (s.26)  The  Returning 
Officer  shall,  at  least  2 weeks  prior  to  nomination  day,  publish 
a notice  of  nomination  day  and  of  the  location  of  the  local 
jurisdiction  office  in  the  prescribed  form  (Form  2),  at  least 
once  in  a newspaper  circulating  in  the  area.  This  should  be 
done  during  the  week  of  August  27  to  September  3,  1989  or 
earlier.  If  there  is  no  newspaper  circulating  in  the  area 
notice  may  be  given  by: 

• mailing  a notice  to  each  elector,  or 

• having  it  announced  on  radio  or  television  on  at  least  3 
consecutive  days,  or 

• posting  a notice  in  at  least  4 widely  separated  and 
conspicuous  places  in  the  area,  or 

• by  more  than  1 of  the  above  and  as  frequently  as  deemed 
desirable. 

Sunday,  September  3,  1989  is  the  last  day  to  advertise 

nomination  day. 

The  notice  of  nomination  should  indicate  that  a cash 
deposit  must  accompany  the  nomination  paper,  if  this  requirement 
has  been  previously  established  by  by-law.  The  notice  of 
nomination  should  also  indicate  where  the  nomination  papers  are 
avai I able. 

CANDIDATE  ELIGIBILITY  - LOCAL  JURISDICTIONS  OTHER  THAN 
SUMMER  VILLAGES  (s.21  and  47)  A person  may  be  nominated  as  a 
candidate  in  any  election  if  he: 

• is  at  least  18  years  old; 

• is  a Canadian  Citizen; 

• has  resided  in  Alberta  for  the  6 consecutive  months 
immediately  preceding  election  day; 

• is  resident  of  the  local  jurisdiction  and  the  ward,  if 
any,  for  the  6 consecutive  months  immediately  preceding 
nomination  day;  and 

• is  not  otherwise  ineligible  or  disqualified.

In  a city,  a candidate  is  not  required  to  be  a resident  of 
the  ward,  but  must  be  a resident  of  the  city. 

CANDIDATE  ELIGIBILITY  - SUMMER  VILLAGES  (s.11)  In  order 
to  qualify  for  nomination  as  a councillor,  a person  is  not 
required  to  be  a resident  of  the  summer  village  but  must  be 
entitled  to  vote  in  the  election  and  have  been  a resident  of 
Alberta  for  the  12  consecutive  months  immediately  preceding 
election  day. 

CANDIDATE  INELIGIBILITY  (s.22)  A person  is  not  eligible 
to  be  nominated  as  a candidate  if  on  nomination  day  he: 

• is  a judge  of  a court; 

• is  an  undischarged  bankrupt; 

• is  a surety  for  an  appointed  official  or  employee  of  the 
elected  authority; 

• is  the  auditor  for  the  elected  authority; 

• is  an  appointed  official  or  employee  of  the  elected 
authority; 

• is  indebted  for  taxes  for  more  than  $50.00  except 
current  taxes  or  if  a consolidation  agreement  is  entered 
into; 

• is  indebted  to  the  elected  authority  in  excess  of 
$500.00  for  any  debt; 

• is  a party  to  a subsisting  contract  with  the  elected 
authority; 

• has  a pecuniary  interest,  direct  or  indirect,  in  any 
subsisting  contract  with  the  local  jurisdiction;  or, 

• in  the  case  of  a district  board  election,  he  or  his 
spouse  is  a physician  and  a member  of  the  medical  staff, 
or  a dentist  and  a member  of  the  medical  staff  or  dental 
staff,  or  an  employee  of  a hospital  or  nursing  home  in 
which  an  election  is  being  held. 
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Ineligibility  does  not  apply  to  a person  by  reason  only 
that  he: 

• is  a shareholder  in  a corporation  having  a contract  with 
the  elected  authority  unless  he  holds,  together  with  his 
spouse,  parents,  children,  brothers  or  sisters,  more  than 
25%  of  the  issued  capital  stock,  or  unless  the  contract 
is  for  the  building  or  construction  of  a public  work; 

• has  a contract  with  the  elected  authority  for  a utility 
being  suppl ied  to  him; 

• has  an  interest  in  a publication  being  supplied  to  the 
elected  authority  at  the  usual  rates; 

« sells  or  leases  land  to  the  elected  authority  that  the 
authority  has  the  authority  to  expropriate; 

• supplies  goods,  merchandise  or  services  to  the  elected 
authority  at  competitive  prices  and  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  his  business  or  profession; 

• renders  a service  to  an  indigent  for  which  the  elected 

authority  is  or  may  become  liable  to  pay  or  a service 

for  which  the  elected  authority  has  provided  a subsidy; 

• is  appointed  to  a position  under  the  Disaster  Services 

Act; 

• has  rendered  professional  services  as  a lawyer  if  the 

fees  have  been  taxed  under  the  Alberta  Rules  of  Court; 

• is  a member  of  a committee  or  board  appointed  by  or 

responsible  to  the  elected  authority; 

• is  a member  of  a co-operative  association; 

• is  a vendor,  purchaser,  assignor  or  assignee  of  land 
bought  or  sold  under  the  Agricultural  Development  Act; 

• is  party  to  a contract  for  the  purchase  or  lease  of  real 
property  entered  into  prior  to  nomination  day. 

DEATH  OF  A CANDIDATE  (s.33)  Before  nomination  day,  an 
elected  authority,  by  by-law,  may  provide  that  if  a candidate 
dies  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  voting  stations  on  election 
day,  the  election  for  the  position  be  discontinued  and  a new 
election  be  provided  for. 
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3.  NOMINATIONS 

RECEIPT  OF  NOMINATION  PAPERS  - LOCAL  JURISDICTIONS  OTHER 
THAN  SUMMER  VILLAGES  (s,28  through  31)  Nomination  papers  must 
be  received  at  the  local  jurisdiction's  office  (location  stated 
in  notice  under  section  26)  between  the  hours  of  10:00  a.m,  and 
12  Noon  on  nomination  day,  and  if  authorized  by  by-law, 
accompanied  by  a cash  deposit  (certified  cheque,  money  order,  or 
cash) . 

RECEIPT  OF  NOMINATION  PAPERS  - SUMMER  VILLAGES  [s.11  & 
M.G.A.  s . 9(1 )] . In  the  case  of  a general  election,  nominations 
shall  be  received  by  the  Returning  Officer  up  to  the  expiration 
of  one  hour  after  the  commencement  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
ratepayers  in  the  year  in  which  an  election  is  to  be  held,  the 
third  Saturday  in  July. 

Sn  the  case  of  a by-election,  nominations  shall  be  received 
by  the  Returning  Officer  between  the  hours  of  11:00  a.m.  and  12 
Noon  at  a date  and  place  established  by  council. 

INSUFFICIENT  NOMINATIONS  - LOCAL  JURISDICTIONS  OTHER  THAN 
SUMMER  VILLAGES  (s.31)  Where  the  number  of  persons  nominated 
is  less  than  the  number  required,  then  nominations  shall  stand 
adjourned  to  the  next  day  from  10:00  a.m.  to  12  noon  and  shall 
continue  to  be  adjourned  in  the  same  manner  until  sufficient 
nominations  have  been  received  or  a period  of  6 days  including 
nomination  day  has  elapsed.  Where  sufficient  nominations  have 
not  been  received  the  Secretary  shall  immediately  notify  the 
Minister. 

If  a system  of  wards  is  in  effect,  only  an  elector  who  is  a 
resident  of  the  ward  for  which  a candidate  for  election  is  being 
nominated  may  sign  the  nomination  papers  for  the  candidate. 
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INSUFFICIENT  NOMINATIONS  - SUMMER  VILLAGES  [s. 11 (2)]  Not- 
withstanding section  31(1),  if  the  number  of  persons  nominated 
for  any  office  in  a summer  village  is  less  than  the  number 
required  to  be  elected,  the  nomination  meeting  shall  stand 
adjourned  to  a time  and  place  as  determined  and  announced  by  the 
Returning  Officer  prior  to  the  adjournment  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  further  nominations  for  the  office  in  respect  to  which 
the  required  number  of  nominations  has  not  been  received.  It 
shall  continue  to  be  adjourned  in  the  same  manner  from  meeting 
to  meeting  until  the  required  number  of  candidates  has  been 
nominated  or  three  meetings  have  been  adjourned. 

WHEN  NOMINATIONS  EQUAL  VACANCIES  (s.34)  When  the  number 
of  persons  nominated  equals  the  number  to  be  elected,  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  declare  the  persons  nominated  as  elected. 

The  Returning  Officer  shall  notify  the  Secretary  and  the 
relevant  Deputy  Minister  in  writing,  of  the  persons  elected  to 
the  offices  to  be  filled.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  deliver 
the  nomination  papers  and  other  related  materials  to  the 
Secretary. 

CANDIDATE'S  WITHDRAWAL  OF  NOMINATION  - LOCAL  JURISDICTIONS 
OTHER  THAN  SUMMER  VILLAGES  (s.32)  If  more  nominations  have 
been  received  than  there  are  vacancies,  a candidate  may,  in 
writing  to  the  Returning  Officer,  withdraw  his  name  as  a 
candidate  for  the  office  he  was  nominated  to  fill.  The 
withdrawal  must  be  made  within  24  hours  after  the  close  of 
nominations. 

The  Returning  Officer  shall  refuse  to  accept  withdrawals 
which  would  reduce  the  number  of  candidates  below  the  number  of 
vacanc i es . 

CANDIDATE'S  WITHDRAWAL  OF  NOMINATION  - SUMMER  VILLAGES 
(s.11).  The  time  limit  for  withdrawal  of  nominations  shall  be 
48  hours  and  Section  32  applies  except  as  to  hours.

DECLARATION  OF  ELECTION  [s.35(1)l  If  more  than  the 
required  number  of  persons  for  any  office  remain  nominated  24 
hours  after  the  close  of  nominations,  the  Returning  Officer 
shall  declare  that  an  election  shall  be  held  for  the  filling  of 
that  office. 
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B.  PREPARATION  FOR  ELECTION 

1.  APPOINTMENT  OF  ELECTION  OFFICERS  (s . 1 2 & 13) 

The  Returning  Officer  shall  appoint  Deputies,  Election 

Clerks,  Constables  and  other  persons  required. 

The  Returning  Officer  may  appoint  a substitute  Deputy, 

Election  Clerk  or  Constable  if  that  election  officer  becomes 

incapable  of  carrying  out  his  duties. 

2.  OATH  OF  ELECTION  OFFICERS 

Each  election  officer  shall  subscribe  to  an  Oath  of  Office, 
in  the  prescribed  form  (Form  1)  before  carrying  out  his  duties 
of  office,  i.e.,  Returning  Officer,  Deputy,  Election  Clerk, 

Constable  and  any  others. 

3.  ESTABLISHING  FEES  FOR  ELECTION  OFFICERS 

The  elected  authority  or  Returning  Officer  should  establish 
fees  payable  to  the  election  officers  and  rates  payable  for  any 
other  expenses  as  may  be  required  for  conducting  an  election. 

4.  ELECTION  FORMS 

The  Returning  Officer  shall  ensure  that  all  the  election 
forms  are  the  current  prescribed  forms. 

5.  LIST  OF  ELECTORS  (s.49) 

The  elected  authority  may,  by  by-law,  direct  the  Secretary 
or  Returning  Officer  to  prepare  a List  of  Electors  who  are 
eligible  to  vote  in  an  election,  but  the  elector  is  still 
required  to  sign  a declaration  at  the  voting  station. 
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6.  ENUMERATORS  (s.50) 

If  a voters'  list  is  to  be  prepared,  the  elected  authority 
shall  appoint,  or  authorize  the  Secretary  or  Returning  Officer 
to  appoint,  sufficient  enumerators  to  complete  an  enumeration  of 
electors. 

7.  DESIGNATION  OF  VOTING  SUBDIVISION  (s.36) 

The  elected  authority,  by  resolution,  may  divide  the  local 
jurisdiction  into  voting  subdivisions. 

The  Returning  Officer,  if  authorized  by  a resolution  of  the 
elected  authority,  may  divide  the  local  jurisdiction  into  voting 
subdivisions. 

If  voting  subdivisions  are  not  established,  the  area  or  the 
ward  is  considered  to  be  one  voting  subdivision. 

8.  DESIGNATION  OF  VOTING  STATION  (s.37) 

The  Returning  Officer  shall  establish  one  voting  station 
for  each  voting  subdivision  and  the  location  may  be  outside  of 
the  boundaries  of  the  area. 

9.  MODIFIED  VOTING  SYSTEM  (s.161) 

An  elected  authority  may  apply  for  a modified  voting  system 
which  would  provide  for  more  than  one  voting  station  per  voting 
subdivision.  (See  Regulation  123/87,  Sample  Application  Form 
and  Sample  By-law  in  Part  VI) 

10.  INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  VOTERS  (s.45) 

Post  Form  7,  Instructions  For  Electors,  in  each  of  the 
voting  compartments  that  will  be  used  at  the  voting  stations. 
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11 . CANDIDATE'S  AGENTS 

A candidate  may,  by  written  notice,  appoint  an  agent (s)  to 
represent  him  at  a voting  station.  The  agent  shall  be  at  least 
18  years  of  age.  A candidate's  agent  shall  subscribe  to  an  Oath 
of  Office  (Form  10). 

12.  PROHIBITING  THE  SALE  OF  LIQUOR  (s.154) 

A council,  by  by-law,  may  prohibit  the  sale  of  liquor  at 
any  liquor  store  or  licensed  premises  in  the  local  jurisdiction 
on  election  day. 

13.  VOTING  MACHINES  (s.84) 

The  elected  authority  may,  by  by-law,  make  provision  for 
the  taking  of  votes  of  the  electors  by  way  of  voting  machines, 
vote  recorders,  or  automated  voting  systems. 

If  an  elected  authority  does  make  provision  for  the  use  of 
voting  machines,  vote  recorders,  or  automated  voting  systems, 
then  the  by-law  must  also  make  provision  for: 

• Form  of  ballot; 

• Directions  for  marking  ballots;  and 

• Directions  for  voting  procedure  including  taking  of 
votes,  examination  of  ballots  to  determine  which  votes 
should  be  declared  void,  counting  of  ballots  and 
recounts. 

The  by-law  must  conform  with  the  provisions  of  the  Local 

Authorities  Election  Act  as  closely  as  possible  and 

sections  85  and  103  to  115  do  not  apply  when  the  votes  are 

taken  by  this  method. 
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14.  NOTICE  OF  ELECTION 

DATE  OF  ELECTION  DAY  (s.10  and  11) 

• Local  Jurisdictions  Other  Than  Summer  Villages:  The 

third  Monday  in  October,  October  16,  1989. 

• Summer  Villages:  Four  weeks  after  Nomination  Day, 

August  12,  1989. 

PROVIDING  FOR  NOTICE  OF  ELECTION  (s.35)  The  Returning 
Officer  shall  give  notice  of  an  election  in  the  prescribed  form 
(Form  4)  by: 

• Publishing  a notice  at  least  once  a week  in  each  of  the 
2 weeks  before  election  day  in  a newspaper  circulating 
in  the  area  (the  week  of  October  2 to  8,  and  the  week  of 
October  9 to  15);  or, 

• If  there  is  no  newspaper  circulating  in  the  area,  by 

• Mailing  a notice  to  each  elector  at  least  2 weeks 
before  election  day,  not  later  than  October  2;  or, 

• Causing  announcements  to  be  made  on  at  least  3 days 
on  a radio  or  television  station,  received  in  the 
area,  the  first  of  which  shall  be  made  at  least  2 
weeks  before  election  day  and  the  last  one  not  less 
than  3 days  before  election  day,  (the  first 
announcement  not  later  than  October  2;  the  second 
announcement  anytime  between  the  first  and  third 
announcement;  and  the  third  announcement  not  later 
than  October  13);  or, 

• Posting  the  notice  in  at  least  4 widely  separated  and 

conspicuous  places  in  the  area  at  least  2 weeks 
before  election  day,  that  is,  not  later  than 

October  2,  or, 

• By  more  than  1 of  the  above  methods  and  as  many 
additional  times  as  he  considers  desirable. 
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15.  ADVANCE  VOTE 

AUTHORIZING  AN  ADVANCE  VOTE  (s.73)  An  elected  authority 
may  by  resolution  provide  for  the  holding  of  an  advance  vote. 
The  resolution  shall  state  the  days  and  the  hours  when  the 
advance  vote  will  be  held. 

ESTABLISHING  DATE(S)  OF  ADVANCE  VOTE  [s.73(2)]  No 
advance  vote  may  be  held  within  24  hours  of  election  day. 

PROVIDING  FOR  NOTICE  OF  ADVANCE  VOTE  (s. 74  & 35)  Notice 
for  an  advance  vote  must  be  given  in  the  same  form  as  prescribed 
under  section  35  by: 

• publishing  the  notice  at  least  1 week  before  the  date 
set  for  the  advance  vote  in  a newspaper  circulating  in 
the  areas,  or 

• posting  the  notice  in  at  least  4 widely  separated  and 
conspicuous  places  in  the  voting  subdivision  at  least  1 
week  before  the  date  set  for  the  advance  vote,  or 

• both  publishing  and  posting  the  notice.  The  notice  may 
be  published  and  posted  as  many  times  as  the  Returning 
Officer  considers  desirable. 

ADVANCE  VOTING  STATIONS  (s.75)  The  Returning  Officer 
shall  establish  the  advance  voting  stations. 

QUALIFICATIONS  OF  ELECTOR  TO  VOTE  AT  ADVANCE  VOTE  (s.76) 
To  vote  at  any  advance  vote,  an  eligible  elector: 

• must  have  reason  to  believe  he  wi  IS  be  absent  during  the 
time  fixed  for  the  election, 

• must  be  physically  unable  to  attend  at  the  regular 
voting  station,  or 

• must  be  an  election  officer  who  has  been  provided  with  a 
certificate  by  the  Returning  Officer  entitling  him  to 
vote  under  section  83(3)  or  83(3.1). 
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The  Deputy  shall  require  all  persons  applying  to  vote  at  an 
advance  voting  station  to  make  a declaration  in  the  prescribed 
form  (Form  12). 

PROCEDURE  FOR  ADVANCE  VOTE  (s.75)  The  same  procedure  as 
that  used  on  election  day  shall  be  used  except  that  when  the 
ballot  box  is  locked  at  the  opening  of  the  first  day  of  the 
advance  vote,  it  shall  be  kept  locked  and  sealed  at  all  times 
until  the  close  of  the  voting  stations  on  election  day. 

16.  INSTITUTIONAL  VOTE 

PROVISION  FOR  AN  INSTITUTIONAL  VOTE  (s.80)  The  Returning 
Officer  may  make  provision  for  an  institutional  vote. 

ESTABLISHING  TIMES  OF  INSTITUTIONAL  VOTE  (s.81)  The 
Returning  Officer  shall  fix  the  times,  on  election  day,  at  which 
the  votes  in  the  institution  shall  be  taken,  if  an  institutional 
vote  is  provided  for. 

17.  INCAPACITATED  ELECTOR  AT  HOME  (s.79) 

An  elected  authority  may,  by  resolution,  provide  for  the 
attendance  of  the  Deputy  at  an  incapacitated  elector's  place  of 
residence  during  an  election  for  the  taking  of  the  vote. 

18.  BALLOTS 

PRINTING  OF  BALLOTS  (s.41)  The  Returning  Officer  shall 
cause  a sufficient  number  of  ballots  to  be  printed,  in  the 
prescribed  form,  (Form  6)  at  the  expense  of  the  local 
jurisdiction. 
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USE  OF  A SEPARATE  BALLOT  (s.42)  A separate  ballot  must 
be  used  for  each  of  the  following: 

• the  mayor; 

• the  councillors  or  aldermen; 

• the  school  representatives  or  trustees; 

• the  members  of  a hospital  district  board; 

® the  members  of  a nursing  home  district  board;  and 

® each  question  or  by-law  put  to  a vote. 

EXPLANATORY  NOTE  - NUMBER  OF  CANDIDATES  (s.42)  Every 
ballot  used  in  an  election  must  contain  a brief  explanatory  note 
stating  the  maximum  number  of  candidates  that  can  be  voted  for 
(Form  6). 

CANDIDATES  NAMES  (s.43)  The  ballot  shall  name  the 
candidates  for  that  office  on  each  ballot.  The  name  on  the 
ballot  must  be  exactly  the  same  as  printed  on  the  nomination 
form. 


NAMES  IN  ALPHABETICAL  ORDER  (s.43)  The  names  of  the 

candidates  on  each  ballot  shall  be  arranged  alphabetically  in 
order  of  the  surnames  and,  if  2 or  more  candidates  have  the  same 
surname,  the  names  of  those  candidates  shall  be  arranged 
alphabetically  in  the  order  of  their  given  names. 

BALLOTS  IN  LOTS  (s.43)  An  elected  authority  may,  by 
by-law  passed  at  least  2 months  before  an  election,  authorize 
the  ballots  to  be  printed  in  as  many  lots  as  there  are 
candidates. 

In  the  first  lot  the  candidates'  names  shall  appear  in 
alphabetical  order.  In  the  second  lot  the  names  shall  appear  in 
the  same  order,  except  that  the  first  name  in  the  first  lot 
shall  be  placed  last,  and  in  each  succeeding  lot  the  candidates' 
names  shall  be  in  alphabetical  order  except  the  first  name  in 
the  preceding  lot  shall  be  placed  last. 
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The  ballots,  on  election  day,  shall  be  arranged  so  that  no 
2 consecutive  electors  may  receive  ballot  papers  from  the  same 
lot  such  that  each  candidate's  name  shall  appear  first  and  in 
each  other  position  substantially  the  same  number  of  times  on 
the  bal lots  used. 

This  by-law  shall  remain  in  force  until  repealed. 

BALLOT  FOR  BY-LAW  OR  QUESTION  (s.44)  The  ballot  for  a 
vote  on  a by-law  or  question  shall  be  in  the  form  determined  by 
resolution  of  the  elected  authority.

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21.  MEETING  THE  PRESS 

! t would  be  appropriate  for  the  Returning  Officer  to  set 
out  guidelines  for  the  election  officers  to  follow  in  meeting 

with  the  press  and  divulging  information  to  the  press.  These 

guidelines  should  be  presented  to  the  election  officers  at  the 
training  session  so  that  they  know  how  to  deal,  in  a consistent 
manner,  with  the  press. 

These  guidelines  are  suggested  for  your  use: 

• Prior  to  election  day,  the  Returning  Officer  should 
arrange  to  meet  with  the  press  to  discuss  election 
proceedings. 

• In  order  to  maintain  consistency,  one  person  should 

be  the  contact  person  for  meeting  with  press 

representatives. 

• Provide  the  press  with  a telephone  number  to  call 
where  the  latest  election  results  may  be  obtained. 

You  are  reminded  that  the  press  cannot  be  present  in  the  voting 
stations  during  the  counting  of  the  ballots  (s.85). 


22.  TRAINING  SESSION 

The  Returning  Officer  should  plan  a training  session,  prior 
to  election  day,  for  the  election  officers. 

The  ballots,  forms,  pencils,  pens,  elastics,  voting 
compartment  instructions  and  all  other  relevant  material  should 
be  distributed  to  the  election  officers  at  this  time. 

This  is  also  an  appropriate  time  to  have  the  election 
officers  subscribe  to  the  Oath  of  Office.

A.  DURING  VOTING  HOURS 
1.  VOTING  HOURS 

LOCAL  JURISDICTIONS  OTHER  THAN  SUMMER  VILLAGES  (s.46) 
Every  voting  station  shall  be  kept  open  continuously  on  election 
day  from  10  a.m.  until  8 p.m.  Promptly  at  8 p.m.  on  election 
day,  the  Deputy  shall  declare  the  voting  station  closed. 

SUMMER  VILLAGES  (s.11  & 46)  Voting  hours  shall  be 

between  the  hours  of  12  noon  and  9 p.m. 


2.  VOTING  TIME  FOR  EMPLOYEES 

HOURS  IN  WHICH  TO  VOTE  (s.58)  An  employee  who  is  an 
elector  shall,  while  the  voting  stations  are  open  on  election 
day,  have  3 consecutive  hours  for  the  purpose  of  casting  his 
vote. 

TIME  OFF  WORK  ALLOWED  (s.58)  If  the  hours  of  the 
employee's  employment  do  not  allow  for  3 consecutive  hours,  his 
employer  shall  allow  him  any  additional  time  for  voting  that  is 
necessary  to  provide  him  the  3 consecutive  hours,  but  the 
additional  time  for  voting  shall  be  granted  at  the  convenience 
of  the  employer.  In  other  words,  if  the  employee's  normal 
employment  hours  terminate  at  5 p.m.,  said  employee  would  have  3 
consecutive  hours  in  which  to  cast  his  vote,  from  5 p.m.  to  8 
p.m. 

NO  PENALTIES  (s.58)  No  employer  shall  make  any  deduction 
from  the  pay  of  an  employee  nor  impose  on  him  or  exact  from  him 
any  penalty  by  reason  of  his  absence  from  his  work  during  the  3 
consecutive  hours  or  part  thereof. 
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TIME  OFF  EXCEPTION  (s.58)  If  the  employer  provides  for 
the  attendance  of  an  employee  who  is  an  elector  at  a voting 
station  while  it  is  open  during  the  hours  of  his  employment, 
there  shall  be  no  deduction  from  his  pay  nor  any  penalty  applied. 


3.  VOTING  STATION 

ARRANGEMENT  The  diagrams  provided  in  Part  VI  are  some 
suggested  voting  station  arrangements,  ail  of  which  have  been 
utilized  by  various  municipalities. 

POSTING  INSTRUCTIONS  (s.  45)  Instructions  for  Electors, 
(Form  7)  must  be  posted  in  the  voting  station  and  in  each  of  the 
voting  compartments.  If  necessary,  you  may  also  want  to  post 
directional  signs  from  the  building  entrance  to  the  room  in 
which  the  voting  station  has  been  established. 

VOTING  COMPARTMENTS  (s.38)  The  Returning  Officer  shall 
ensure  that  each  voting  station  is  furnished  with  one  or  more 
voting  compartments.  Each  voting  compartment  shall  be  arranged 
so  that  an  elector  is  screened  from  observation  and  may  mark  his 
ballot  without  interference  or  interruption.  Each  compartment 
must  be  provided  with  a table,  desk,  or  shelf  with  a hard 
surface,  and  a black  lead  pencil  or  other  suitable  marking 
instrument . 
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4.  PERSONS  AT  THE  VOTING  STATION  (s.67) 

GENERAL  Except  for  the  Returning  Officer,  Deputy, 
Election  Clerk,  Constable,  candidates  or  agents  authorized  to 
attend  at  the  voting  station  and  the  electors  who  are  for  the 
time  being  actually  engaged  in  voting,  no  other  person  is 
entitled  to  be  present,  nor  shall  any  other  person  be  permitted 
to  be  present  in  the  voting  station  during  the  time  appointed 
for  voting,  except  that  the  officer  presiding  at  the  voting 
station  may  authorize  a person  temporarily  to  observe  the  voting 
procedures  from  a location  within  the  voting  station  designated 
by  the  officer.  The  officer  shall  not  designate  a location  that 
would  allow  the  observer  to  see  how  electors  mark  their 
ballots.  A person  permitted  to  be  present  in  the  voting  station 
shall  leave  the  voting  station  on  the  request  of  the  officer. 

ELECTOR-ELIGIBILITY  TO  VOTE  - LOCAL  JURISDICTIONS  OTHER 
THAN  SUMMER  VILLAGES  (s.47)  A person  is  eligible  to  vote  in 
an  election  if  he  is: 

• at  least  18  years  old; 

• a Canadian  citizen; 

• has  resided  in  Alberta  for  the  6 consecutive  months 
immediately  preceding  election  day;  and 

• is  a resident  in  the  local  jurisdiction  on  election  day, 

unless  another  enactment  requires  him  to  be  a 

proprietary  elector. 

Subject  to  sections  47,  75,  79,  and  81  of  the  Act,  an 
elector  is  eligible  to  vote  only  at  the  voting  station  for  the 
voting  subdivision  in  which  he  resides. 
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ELECTOR-ELIGIBILITY  TO  VOTE  - SUMMER  VILLAGES  (s.11  and 
Reg.  275/83)  A person  is  entitled  to  vote  at  an  election  if  he 
is: 

• a proprietary  elector  of  the  summer  village  who  is  at 
least  18  years  old; 

• at  least  18  years  old  and  the  spouse  of  a proprietary 
elector  of  the  summer  village;  or 

• at  least  18  years  old  and  not  entitled  to  vote  under  the 

above  two  conditions  but  is  a Canadian  citizen  and  has 
resided  in  Alberta  for  the  6 consecutive  months 

immediately  preceding  election  day  and  resides  in  the 
summer  village  on  election  day. 

Only  an  elector  who  is  a resident  of  the  summer  village  is 
entitled  to  vote  at  an  election  for  school  representatives.  On 
a by-law  or  question  with  respect  to  any  school  matter,  in  order 
to  qualify  as  a proprietary  elector,  a person  shall  meet  all  the 
requirements  of  a proprietary  elector  except  that  he  is  not 
required  to  be  a resident.  (Regulation  275/83  is  quoted  in 
Part  VI) 

PROPRIETARY  ELECTOR  [s.1(u)  Municipal  Government  Act]  A 
Proprietary  Elector  means: 

• an  elector  whose  name  appears  on  the  assessment  roll  in 
respect  of  land  liable  to  assessment  and  taxation  for 
general  municipal  purposes; 

• an  elector  who  owns  a share  of  the  capital  stock  of  a 
family  farm  corporation  as  defined  in  the  Income  Tax  Act 
(Canada)  if  that  family  farm  corporation  appears  on  the 
assessment  roll  in  respect  of  land  liable  to  assessment 
and  taxation  for  general  municipal  purposes;  and 

• an  elector  who  is  liable  for  the  payment  of  a mobile 
unit  licence. 
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RULES  OF  RESIDENCE  (s.48) 

• The  residence  of  a person  is  the  true,  fixed,  permanent 
home  or  lodging  place  to  which,  when  he  is  absent,  he 
has  the  intention  of  returning. 

• A person  does  not  lose  his  residence  by  leaving  his  home 
for  a temporary  purpose. 

• If  a person  leaves  the  jurisdiciton  with  the  intention 
of  making  his  residence  elsewhere,  he  loses  his 
residence  within  the  area. 

• The  place  where  a person's  family  resides  is  deemed  to 
be  his  place  of  residence  unless  he  takes  up  or 
continues  his  abode  in  some  other  place  with  the 
intention  of  remaining  there. 

• The  residence  of  a single  person  is  the  place  where  he 
occupies  a room  as  a regular  lodger  or  to  which  he 
habitually  returns  not  having  any  other  permanent 
lodging  place. 

• A person  is  deemed  not  to  have  a residence  in  more  than 

one  place  and  if  he  maintains  residences  within  the 

boundaries  of  more  that  one  ward,  local  jurisdiction,  or 

voting  subdivision  he  must  declare  one  as  his  residence. 

SCHOOL  SUPPORT  (s.48)  A person  who  declares  that  he  is  a 
separate  school  supporter  is  deemed  to  be  a resident  of  the 

separate  school  district  in  which  he  resides,  and  a declared 
public  school  supporter  is  deemed  to  be  a resident  of  the  public 
school  district  in  which  he  resides. 
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AGENTS  AND/OR  CANDIDATES  (s.69)  A candidate  may,  by 
written  notice,  appoint  an  agent(s)  to  represent  him  at  a voting 
station.  The  agent  shall  be  at  least  18  years  of  age  and  must 
make  a declaration  in  Form  10.  Only  one  agent  per  candidate  may 
be  present  at  a voting  station  at  any  time.  The  Deputy  may 
designate  the  place  or  places  where  an  agent  may  observe  the 
election  procedure.  The  absence  of  an  agent  at  which  an  act  or 
thing  is  to  be  done  does  not  invalidate  the  act  or  thing 
provided  it  was  done  properly. 

MAINTAINING  THE  PEACE  (s.15)  It  is  the  Deputy's 
responsibility  to  maintain  peace  at  the  voting  station.  The 
Deputy,  with  the  approval  of  the  Returning  Officer,  may  appoint 
a constable  to  maintain  peace  and  may  summon  a police  officer  to 
assist. 


5.  VOTING  PROCEDURE 

HOURS  On  election  day  the  voting  stations  are  open 
continuously  from  10  a.m.  to  8 p.m.  As  you  must  be  present  at 
the  voting  station  for  approximately  12  to  14  hours,  remember  to 
make  arrangements  for  your  meals,  coffee,  etc. 

DISPLAYING  AND  SEALING  THE  BALLOT  BOX  (s.40)  The  Deputy, 
immediately  after  opening  the  voting  station,  shall  display  the 
empty  ballot  box(es)  to  all  present  and  then  lock  and  seal  the 
ballot  box  and  it  shall  remain  locked  and  sealed  during  the 
hours  of  voting. 
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VOTING  REGISTER  - ELECTOR'S  DECLARATION  (Form  8) 
(s.52  & 54)  Every  person  who  presents  himself  at  a voting 
station  for  the  purpose  of  voting  shall  make  a declaration  in 
the  prescribed  form,  that  he  is  eligible  to  vote  as  an  elector 
or  as  a proprietary  elector,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  that  person 
on  subscribing  to  the  declaration  shall  be  permitted  to  vote. 

Ensure  that  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  who  has  made 
the  declaration  is  recorded  in  the  voting  register  and  that  the 
declaration  has  been  signed  in  the  presence  of  an  election 
officer. 

If  a person  refuses  to  declare,  he  may  not  vote  for  that 
office  or  on  the  by-law  or  question. 

ISSUING  BALLOTS  (s.59  & 60)  When  a person  is  permitted 
to  vote,  the  officer  shall  deliver  to  the  elector  a ballot  that 
has  been  folded  and  initialled  by  the  officer  in  a manner  that 
the  initial  will  be  visible  without  opening  the  ballot.  The 
officer  shall  then,  on  the  voting  register,  note  with  a check 
mark  which  ballots  the  person  received. 

DECLINED  BALLOTS  (s.66)  If  an  elector  returns  a ballot 
stating  that  he  is  declining  to  vote,  the  Deputy  shall  mark 
'declined'  on  the  returned  ballot  and  note  in  the  voting 
register  that  the  elector  declined  to  vote.  Preserve  the 
declined  ballot  in  the  'declined  ballots'  packet. 

SPOILED  BALLOTS  (s.65)  The  Deputy  may  replace  an 
inadvertently  spoiled  ballot  by  marking  'spoiled'  on  the  ballot 
and  issuing  another  ballot  to  the  elector.  Preserve  the  ballot 
in  the  'spoiled  ballot'  packet. 
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UNCOMMON  CIRCUMSTANCES 

NOTE  OF  OBJECTION  (s.54)  If  a candidate  or  his  agent 
objects  to  the  person  voting,  the  Deputy  should  note  the 
objection  in  the  voting  register  by  writing  his  initials 
opposite  the  name  of  the  person  objected  to,  and  recording  the 
name  of  the  candidate  or  agent  who  has  made  the  objection. 

If  the  person  who  has  been  objected  to  takes  the  'Oath  of 
Person  Objected  To'  (Form  11),  the  Deputy  shall  receive  the  vote 
and  enter  in  the  voting  register  the  word  'sworn'. 

If  the  person  refuses  to  take  the  oath,  he  may  not  vote  and 
the  Deputy  must  enter  the  word  'refused'  in  the  voting  register. 

INTERPRETER  (s.72)  The  Deputy  may  allow  an  interpreter 
to  translate  the  oath  and  any  other  question  necessary  for  the 
proper  purposes  of  the  election  after  the  interpreter  has 
subscribed  to  the  prescribed  oath  (Form  11). 

INCAPACITATED  ELECTOR  (s.78)  The  Deputy,  when  requested, 
shall  mark  the  vote  for  an  incapacitated  elector.  The 
incapacitated  elector  must  subscribe  to  an  oath  (Form  11), 
orally,  before  the  Deputy  marks  the  ballot. 

A friend  of  an  incapacitated  elector,  upon  making  the 
prescribed  oath  (Form  11),  may  mark  the  vote  for  an 
incapacitated  elector. 


6.  ELECTOR  VOTING 

EXPLANATION  REGARDING  THE  METHOD  OF  VOTING  (s.61)  The 

Deputy  may,  and  on  request  shall,  either  personally  or  through 
his  Election  Clerk,  explain  to  an  elector  as  concisely  as 
possible  the  proper  method  of  voting  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  to  electors. 
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SECRECY  OF  VOTE  (s.55)  Voting  shall  be  by  secret 

ballot.  While  an  elector  is  in  the  voting  compartment  for  the 
purpose  of  marking  his  ballot,  no  other  person  may  enter  the 
voting  compartment  or  be  in  a position  from  which  he  can  see  how 
the  elector  marks  his  ballot.  (Exception:  Procedure  regarding 
incapacitated  elector). 

NUMBER  OF  VOTES  (s.57)  An  elector  may  vote  once  for  each 
of  the  persons  he  chooses  to  vote  for.  An  elector  may  not  vote 
for  more  than  the  number  of  persons  to  be  elected  to  the  office, 
but  he  may  vote  for  less. 

MARKING  OF  BALLOTS  [s.62  & 86(3)]  On  receiving  the 
ballots  that  an  elector  is  entitled  to  receive  from  the  officer 
presiding  at  the  voting  station,  the  elector  shall  forthwith 
proceed  into  the  voting  compartment  provided  and  shall  mark  each 
of  his  bal lots: 

• By  marking  an  'X'  on  the  right  hand  side  opposite  the 
name  of  the  candidate  of  his  choice,  or  within  the 
division  on  the  paper  containing  the  name  of  the 
candidate  of  his  choice,  and 

• in  the  case  of  a ballot  for  a by-law  or  question,  by 
placing  an  ’X'  within  the  division  of  the  paper  marked 
'for'  or  'against'  or  within  the  division  of  the  paper 
marked  'yes'  or  'no',  whichever  way  he  desires  to  vote. 

• Notwithstanding  the  above  two  conditions,  if  the  intent 
of  a marking  is  clear,  the  Deputy  Returning  Officer  may 
accept  that  ballot. 

DEPOSITING  BALLOTS  (s.63)  After  marking  the  ballot,  the 
elector  shall  fold  the  ballot  so  that  the  nature  of  his  vote  is 
not  visible  and  the  initials  of  the  issuing  officer  are  exposed. 

The  supervising  officer  shall  verify  the  initials  and 
promptly  deposit  the  ballot  in  the  ballot  box. 
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7.  ELECTION  OFFICER'S  VOTE  (s.83) 

If  an  election  officer  has  not  voted  at  the  advance  vote 
and  has  not  been  appointed  to  a voting  station  where  he  is 
entitled  to  vote,  he  may  request  the  Returning  Officer  to 
provide  him  with  a certificate  stating  that  he  is  entitled  to 
vote  at  the  voting  station  to  which  he  has  been  assigned.  This 
vote  can  be  cast  anytime  during  voting  hours.  The  certificate 
must  be  attached  to  the  voting  register. 

8.  CLOSE  OF  THE  VOTING  STATION  AND  VOTING  THEREAFTER  (s.46) 

Promptly  at  8 p.m.,  the  Deputy  shall  declare  the  voting 
station  closed.  Any  elector  still  remaining  within  the  voting 
station  shall  be  permitted  to  vote. 
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B . AFTER  VOTING  HOURS 

1.  COUNTING  OF  VOTES  (s.85) 

Immediately  after  the  closing  of  the  voting  station  (when 
all  of  the  electors  have  finished  voting  and  have  left  the 
voting  station),  the  Deputy  shall,  in  the  presence  of  at  least 
one  other  election  officer,  open  each  ballot  box  and  prepare  to 
count  the  votes.  The  Deputy  shall  not  permit  more  than  the 
candidate  or  his  agent  to  be  present  at  the  counting  of  the 
votes.  Candidates  and  agents  are  not  permitted  to  participate 
in  counting  the  votes. 

During  the  counting  process  it  is  important  to  be 
consistent  in  determining  the  acceptability  of  the  ballot.  For 
example,  if  a check  mark  is  recognized  as  being  valid  because 
the  intent  of  the  voter  is  clear,  then  the  same  principle  must 
be  applied  to  similarly  marked  ballots. 

Many  Returning  Officers  conduct  an  initial  count  of  all  the 
ballots  contained  in  the  ballot  box  to  determine  the  total.  The 
total  is  then  used  as  a base  in  arriving  at  a balance  with  the 
total  number  of  ballots  issued  to  electors,  taking  into  account 
ballots  spoiled,  ballots  rejected,  ballots  declined  and  ballots 
counted.  The  total  number  of  ballots  issued  by  the  Returning 
Officer  to  deputies  can  then  be  confirmed  by  adding  the  number 
of  unused  bal lots. 

2.  THE  USE  OF  TALLY  SHEETS 

Tally  sheets  are  used  to  facilitate  the  counting  of  votes. 
These  can  be  developed  in  any  form  which  would  prove  to  be 
convenient  with  respect  to  the  type  of  election  being  conducted. 
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3.  CLASSIFICATION  OF  BALLOTS  (s.91) 

During  the  actual  counting  process,  the  election  officers 
will  be  involved  in  classifying  ballots.  Individual  packets, 
for  preserving  the  various  classification  of  ballots,  should 
have  been  prepared  and  labelled  in  advance.  These  are 
identified  as  fol lows: 


Used  ballots  that  have  not  been  objected  to  and  have 
been  counted; 

Used  ballots  that  have  been  objected  to,  but  that  have 
been  counted; 

Rejected  ballots; 

Spoi led  bal lots; 

Declined  ballots  (the  ballots  given  to  electors  who 
afterwards  returned  them  declining  to  vote); 

Unused  bal lots; 

Notes  of  objections  made  to  ballots  found  in  the  ballot 
box;  and 

Voting  register  together  with  the  'Oath  on  Completion  of 
Ballot  Count'  (Form  15),  and  any  oaths  completed  by 
electors  during  the  voting  process. 
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4.  BALLOT  VALIDITY 

VOID  BALLOTS  (s.86)  Void  ballots  are  those: 

• That  do  not  bear  the  initials  of  the  election  officer. 

• On  which  more  votes  are  cast  than  an  elector  is  entitled 
to  vote  for.  However,  an  elector  may  vote  for  less  than 
the  maximum  number  indicated. 
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• On  which  anything  is  written  or  marked  by  which  an 
elector  can  be  identified. 
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• Which  are  not  marked  with  an  'X'.  However,  if  a vote, 
though  incorrectly  marked  on  a ballot,  clearly  indicates 
for  whom  or  what  the  elector  intended  to  vote,  the 
deputy  may  count  that  ballot.  [s.86(3>] 
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• That  have  been  torn,  defaced,  or  otherwise  dealt  with  by 
an  elector  so  that  he  can  be  thereby  identified; 

• On  which  no  vote  has  been  cast  by  the  elector. 

MARKING  OF  VOID  BALLOTS  (s.86)  If  a ballot  is  void,  the 
Deputy  must,  on  the  back  of  the  ballot,  record  the  word 
'rejected'  and  his  initials. 

BALLOTS  OBJECTED  TO  (s.87)  If  a candidate  or  his  agent 
objects  to  a ballot  being  counted  or  rejected,  the  objection 
must  be  recorded  on  the  'Note  of  Objection  to  Ballot'  form 
(Form  13)  opposite  a consecutive  number.  This  number,  together 
with  the  Deputy's  initials,  must  then  be  recorded  on  the  back  of 
the  ballot  which  has  been  objected  to.  If  the  objection  refers 
to  a rejected  ballot,  then  the  Deputy  must  also  record,  on  the 
back  of  the  ballot,  'rejection  objected  to'. 

5.  BALLOT  ACCOUNT  (s.89) 

After  all  of  the  ballots  have  been  counted,  the  'Ballot 
Account'  form  (Form  14),  must  be  completed  and  signed  by  the 
Deputy,  the  Election  Clerk,  and  by  those  candidates  or  their 
agents  present  who  desire  to  sign  it. 

THE  BALLOT  ACCOUNT  MUST  BE  KEPT  SEPARATE  FROM  ALL  OTHER 
MATERIALS  SO  THAT  IT  CAN  BE  HAND  DELIVERED  TO  THE  RETURNING 
OFFICER. 
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6.  DEPUTY'S  CERTIFICATION  (s.90) 

The  Deputy  must  certify  in  words,  the  number  of  persons  who 
voted  at  the  voting  station  at  which  he  was  appointed  to  preside 
(Form  9).  The  certification  must  be  placed  on  top  of  the  stack 
of  completed  voting  register  forms  so  that  it  will  be  part  of 
the  voting  register. 

7.  DEPUTY'S  OATH  (s.91) 

The  Deputy  must  subscribe  to  the  'Oath  on  Completion  of 
Ballot  Count'  (Form  15). 

8.  SECURITY  OF  ELECTION  MATERIALS  (s.91) 

Election  materials  must  be  placed  in  separate  packets 
label  led  as  fol lows: 

• Used  ballots  that  have  not  been  objected  to  and  have 
been  counted; 

• Used  ballots  that  have  been  objected  to,  but  that  have 
been  counted; 

• Rejected  bal lots; 

• Spoi led  bal lots; 

• Declined  ballots  (the  ballots  given  to  electors  who 
afterwards  returned  them  declining  to  vote); 

• Unused  bal lots; 

• Notes  of  objections  made  to  ballots  found  in  the  ballot 
box;  and 

• Voting  register  together  with  the  'Oath  on  Completion  of 
Ballot  Count'  (Form  15),  and  any  oaths  completed  by 
electors  during  the  voting  process. 
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Seal  each  of  the  packets  and  place  them  in  the  ballot  box, 
along  with  the  list  of  electors,  if  used.  Lock  and  seal  the 

ballot  box. 

DO  NOT  PLACE  ANY  OTHER  MATERIALS  OR  SUPPLIES  IN  THE  BALLOT  BOX. 

9.  DELIVERY  OF  ELECTION  MATERIALS  TO  THE  RETURNING  OFFICER  (s.94) 

The  Deputy  must  personally  deliver  to  the  Returning 
Officer,  the  ballot  account  form,  and  the  sealed  ballot  boxes. 


10.  DECLARATION  OF  ELECTION  RESULTS  (s.95,  97,  99) 

As  the  results  are  received  from  the  voting  stations,  the 
Returning  Officer  may  publish  unofficial  results.  The 
candidate(s)  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
declared  to  be  elected. 

In  the  event  of  an  equality  of  votes,  the  Returning  Officer 
must  write  the  names  of  those  candidates  separately  on  blank 
sheets  of  paper  of  equal  size,  color  and  texture.  These  must  be 
folded  in  a uniform  manner  so  that  the  names  are  concealed  and 
then  placed  in  a receptacle.  The  Returning  Officer  must  then 
direct  some  person  to  withdraw  one  name  which  is  declared  by  the 
Returning  Officer  to  have  one  more  vote  than  the  other  candidate.

PART  IV  - AFTER  ELECTION  DAT 


1.  DELIVERY  OF  ELECTION  MATERIAL  TO  SECRETARY  (s.100) 

The  Returning  Officer  must  deliver  to  the  Secretary  the 
sealed  ballot  boxes,  the  ballot  account  and  the  nomination 
papers  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  election. 

The  ballot  account  and  nomination  papers  may  be  examined  by 
an  elector  during  regular  business  hours  in  the  presence  of  the 
secretary. 

2.  RETURNING  OFFICER’S  RECOUNT  (s.98) 

There  are  two  situations  where  a Returning  Officer  may 
consider  making  a recount: 

• If  the  Returning  Officer  considers  that  the  number  of 

ballots  objected  but  counted,  or  rejected  and  not 

counted,  was  sufficient  to  affect  the  result  of  the 
election  if  they  had  not  been  counted  or  rejected,  as 
the  case  may  be;  or, 

• If  a candidate  or  agent  shows  grounds  that  the  Returning 
Officer  considers  reasonable  for  alleging  that  the 
record  of  the  result  of  the  count  is  inaccurate. 

The  recount  shall  be  conducted  prior  to  the  declaration  of 
the  results  of  the  election  which  is  noon  on  the  4th  day 
following  the  election. 

In  the  event  that  a candidate  or  agent  has  requested  a 
recount,  the  request  must  be  made  within  48  hours  of  the  closing 
of  the  voting  stations.  Twelve  hours  prior  to  the  Returning 
Officer's  recount,  the  Returning  Officer  must  notify  the 
candidates  who  may  be  affected  and  those  officers  that  he 
considers  necessary  to  assist  in  the  recount. 
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The  counting  procedure  must  be  the  same  as  that  used  by  the 
Deputy  at  the  voting  station  when  counting  the  ballots. 

RESULTS  OF  THE  RETURNING  OFFICER'S  RECOUNT  After  the 
recount,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  correct  the  ballot  account 
if  necessary,  and  secure  again  all  of  the  election  materials  in 
a locked  and  sealed  ballot  box  as  was  done  at  the  original  count. 

A declared  vote  of  equality  at  the  original  count  of 
ballots  shall  be  counted  at  the  recount  only  if  the  recount 
confirms  the  equality. 

If  the  recount  results  in  an  equality  of  votes  different 
from  the  result  of  the  original  count  and  it  is  necessary  to 
determine  which  candidate  is  elected,  the  'drawing  procedure' 
wou I d be  app lied. 

3.  OFFICIAL  RESULTS  (s.97) 

At  noon  on  the  4th  day  after  election  day,  at  the  office  of 
each  local  jurisdiction  for  which  an  election  was  held,  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  announce,  and/or  post,  a statement  of 
the  results,  including  a declaration  that  the  candidate 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  each  office  to  be 
filled  is  elected. 

The  Returning  Officer  shall,  if  the  result  was  announced, 
post  in  some  conspicuous  place,  a statement  signed  by  him 
showing  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  each  candidate. 

A signed  statement  completed  by  the  Returning  Officer, 
noting  the  number  of  votes  for  each  candidate  and  a declaration 
of  the  candidates  elected  must  be  forwarded  to  the  relevant 
Deputy  Minister.  (Sample  Form  of  Official  Election  Results  is 
provided  in  Part  VI ) . 

4.  JUDICIAL  RECOUNT  (s.103) 

Within  19  days  of  the  close  of  the  voting  stations  on 
election  day,  any  elector  may  apply  to  the  court  by  notice  of 
motion  for  a recount. 
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The  elector  shall  file  an  affidavit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Court  stating  that  the  presiding  officer  at  the  election  did 
improperly  count  or  reject  ballots. 

The  elector  shall  deposit  with  the  clerk  $300  in  cash 
certified  cheque,  cash  order,  or  money  order  as  security  for  the 
payment  of  costs  and  expenses. 

The  applicant,  at  least  3 days  prior  to  the  application  for 
a recount,  shall  serve  a copy  of  the  notice  of  motion  and 
affidavit  on  the  Secretary,  Returning  Officer,  and  all 
candidates  for  the  affected  office. 

The  Judge  shall  set  the  day,  time,  and  place  for  the 
holding  of  a judicial  recount. 

The  Secretary  shall  be  present  at  the  judical  recount  with 
the  sealed  ballot  boxes  and  the  ballot  account  which  were  used 
at  the  election. 

RESULTS  OF  THE  JUDICIAL  RECOUNT  The  Judge  will  certify 
the  result  of  the  recount  to  the  Secretary  who  will  post  a 
statement  in  his  office  declaring  the  result. 

5.  ORGANIZATIONAL  MEETING 

LOCAL  JURISDICTIONS  OTHER  THAN  SUMMER  VILLAGES  [(s.9) 
Municipal  Government  Act]  The  Organizational  Meeting  of  a 
council  shall  be  held  annually,  no  later  than  2 weeks  after  the 
3rd  Monday  in  October  at  a time  and  place  fixed  by  the  Municipal 
Secretary. 

The  Municipal  Secretary  shall  give  written  notice  of  the 
meeting  to  each  member  of  council  indicating  in  the  notice  the 
date,  time,  and  place  of  the  Organizational  Meeting.  The  notice 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  section  43(4)  of  the  Municipal 
Government  Act. 
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SUMMER  VILLAGES  [(s.9)  Municipal  Government  Act]  The 
Organizational  Meeting  of  a council  shall  be  held  not  later  than 
August  31st  in  any  year. 

The  Municipal  Secretary  shall  give  written  notice  of  the 
meeting  to  each  member  of  council  indicating  in  the  notice  the 
date,  time,  and  place  of  the  organizational  meeting.  The  notice 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  section  43(4)  of  the  Municipal 
Government  Act . 

SCHOOL  BOARD  [(s.48)  School  Act]  An  Organizational 
Meeting  of  a Board  shall  be  held  annually,  and,  in  any  year  in 
which  a general  election  takes  place,  shall  be  held  within  4 
weeks  following  the  date  of  that  election,  at  a time  and  place 
fixed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  notify  each  trustee  of  the 
date,  time,  and  place  of  the  organizational  meeting  as  if  it 
were  a special  meeting  in  accordance  with  section  51  of  the 
School  Act. 

6.  DISPOSAL  OF  ELECTION  MATERIALS  (s.101) 

The  Secretary,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a judge,  shall  retain 
the  ballot  boxes  with  their  seals  unbroken  for  6 weeks  from  the 
date  of  voting  and  then  shall  cause  the  ballot  boxes  to  be 
opened  and  their  contents  destroyed  in  the  presence  of  2 
witnesses  and  each  of  the  2 witnesses  shall  take  an  affidavit 
that  he  has  witnessed  the  destruction  of  the  contents  of  the 
ballot  boxes.  (Suggested  affidavit  form  available  in  Part  VI) 
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ADDITIONAL  INFORMATION 


PART  V - ADDITIONAL  INFORMATION 


1.  BY-ELECTIONS 

DATE  OF  BY-ELECTION  for  all  local  jurisdictions  including 
summer  villages  shall  be  on  a day  fixed  by  a resolution  of  the 
elected  authority. 

PROCEEDINGS  for  the  conduct  of  a by-election  shall  be  the 
same  as  for  a general  election  except  that,  for  summer  villages, 
nominations  shall  be  received  by  the  Returning  Officer  between 
the  hours  of  11  a.m.  and  12  noon  on  nomination  day. 

2.  VOTE  ON  BY-LAWS  AND  QUESTIONS 

PROCEEDINGS  (s.6)  If  the  Local  Authorities  Election  Act 
or  any  other  act  provides  for  the  submission  of  a by-law  or 
question,  then  the  by-law  or  question  shall  be  submitted  to  a 
vote  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

BALLOT  (s . 44)  The  ballot  shall  be  in  a form  determined 
by  resolution  of  the  elected  authority. 

AGENTS  (s.70)  When  requested  in  writing  by  two  or  more 
electors,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  appoint  in  writing  those 
persons  named  in  the  request  as  agents  to  attend  at  the  voting 
stations  on  behalf  of  those  persons  in  favor  of  the  by-law  or 
question.  The  Returning  Officer  should  follow  the  same 
procedure  for  the  appointment  of  agents  representing  those  in 
opposition.  Not  more  than  one  agent  for  each  side  of  the  by-law 
or  question  may  be  in  attendance  at  the  same  time  at  a voting 
station  or  at  a counting  of  the  votes. 
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The  Returning  Officer  may  designate  the  place  or  places 
where  an  agent  may  observe  the  election  procedure. 

The  agent  is  required  to  subscribe  to  an  agent's 
declaration  in  the  prescribed  form  (Form  10)  and  must  be  at 
least  18  years  of  age. 

RESULTS  (s.96)  In  the  case  of  a vote  on  a by-law  or 
question,  when  there  is  only  one  voting  station,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  vote  immediately  after 
he  completes  the  counting  of  the  ballots. 

In  the  case  of  a vote  on  a by-law  or  question,  if  there  is 
more  than  one  voting  station,  the  Returning  Officer,  after  he 
has  received  the  ballot  boxes  from  all  of  the  voting  stations 
and  without  opening  any  of  the  sealed  packets  of  ballots,  shall 
calculate  the  number  of  ballots  marked  for  and  against  the 
by-law  or  question  from  the  ballot  account  of  the  number  of 
ballots  given  and  shall  declare  the  result  in  accordance  with 
section  97(2). 

The  Returning  Officer  shall,  on  declaring  the  result, 
certify  the  percentage  of  persons  who  have  voted  in  the 
affirmative  and  exclude  from  the  total  number  of  ballots  all 
ballots  that  have  not  been  counted. 

The  Returning  Officer  shall  forward  a signed  statement 
showing  the  number  of  votes  for  and  against  a by-law  or  question 
to  the  Secretary  and  the  relevant  Deputy  Minister. 

3.  JOINT  ELECTIONS  (s.2) 

An  elected  authority,  by  resolution,  may  authorize  an 
agreement  for  holding  an  election  in  conjunction  with  one  or 
more  elected  authorities  in  the  same  area. 

The  elected  authority  that  is  responsible  for  conducting 
the  election  has  all  the  rights,  powers,  and  duties  of  those 
elected  authorities  which  have  entered  into  the  agreement. 
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4.  MINISTERIAL  POWERS 

DIRECTIONS  (s.5)  The  relevant  Minister  may  give 
directions  governing  the  conduct  of  any  election  or  the  vote  on 
a by-law  or  question  if  he  considers  the  provisions  of  the  Local 
Authorities  Election  Act  insufficient. 

VOTE  ON  QUESTION  (s.5)  The  relevant  Minister  may 
require,  in  conjunction  with  an  election,  that  a vote  be 
conducted  on  any  question  specified  by  him  respecting  any  matter 
over  which  the  elected  authority  has  jurisdiction. 

REGULATIONS  (s.160)  The  Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs 
may  make  regulations  prescribing  forms  and  their  contents  for 
use  in  an  election  and  may  establish  standards  for  ballot  boxes. 

WARD  SYSTEM  (s.5)  If  there  are  wards  in  an  area,  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  respecting  a general  election  apply  unless 
specifically  varied  in  the  Act,  and  if  the  by-law,  resolution  or 
order  establishing  wards  does  not  provide  for  any  matter,  the 
relevant  Minister  may  by  order,  give  direction  as  to  that  or  any 
other  matter  or  thing  requisite  to  the  proper  conduct  of  an 
election. 

ALTERING  CONDUCT  AND  DATES  OF  ELECTIONS  (s.5)  The 
relevant  Minister  may  decide  any  questions  arising  from  the 
difficulty  or  impossibility  of  applying  the  Act  and  in  so 
deciding,  he  may  by  order,  alter  dates  prescribed  by  the  Act  for 
the  doing  of  any  matter  or  thing  and  may  give  other  directions. 
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5.  POWERS  OF  THE  LIEUTENANT  GOVERNOR  IN  COUNCIL  (s.160  & 161) 

REGULATIONS  The  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  may  make 
regulations  providing  for  any  matter  not  provided  for  or 
insufficiently  provided  for  in  the  Local  Authorities  Election 
Act  but  such  a regulation  would  cease  to  be  effective  after  the 
last  day  of  the  next  ensuing  session  of  the  Legislature. 

The  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations  to 
permit  a municipality  to  modify  the  election  procedures,  for 
example,  establishing  more  than  one  voting  station  in  a voting 
subdivision.  This  modification,  without  authorization  of  a 
regulation,  would  be  contrary  to  section  37  of  the  Act. 

St  must  be  remembered  that  in  all  cases  of  proposed 
modification  to  the  procedures,  the  elected  authority  must  make 
application  to  the  relevant  minister  for  a Ministerial  Order 
authorizing  same  (Regulation  123/87).

"47(1)  A person  is  eligible  to  vote  in  an  election  held  pursuant  to  this  Act  if  he 

(a)  is  at  least  18  years  old,  (b)  is  a Canadian  citizen,  and 

(c)  has  resided  in  Alberta  for  the  6 consecutive  months  immediately  preceding  election  day  and  is  resident  in  the  area  on  election  day 
unless  anotfcr  enactment  requires  him  to  be  a proprietary  elector." 

A proprietary  elector  is  an  elector  whose  name  appears  on  the  assessment  roll  in  respect  of  land  liable  to  assessment  and  taxation  for  general  municipal  purposes  or  is  an  elector  who 
is  liable  for  payment  of  a mobile  unit  license  to  the  municipality. 

The  rules  of  residence  are  set  out  in  section  48  of  the  Local  Authorities  Election  Act  which  provides  as  follows: 

"48(l)For  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  the  place  of  residence  is  governed  by  the  following  rules: 

(a)  the  residence  of  a person  is  the  true,  fixed  permanent  home  or  lodging  place  to  which,  when  he  is  absent,  he  has  the  intention  of  returning; 

(b)  a person  does  not  lose  his  residence  by  leaving  his  home  for  a temporary  purpose; 

(c)  if  a person  leaves  the  area  with  the  intention  of  making  his  residence  elsewhere,  he  loses  his  residence  within  the  area; 

(d)  the  place  where  a person’s  family  resides  is  deemed  to  be  his  place  of  residence  unless  he  takes  up  or  continues  his  abode  in  some  other  place  with  the  intention 
of  remaining  there; 

(e)  the  residence  of  a single  person  is  the  place  where  he  occupies  a room  as  a regular  lodger  or  to  which  he  habitually  returns  not  having  any  other  permanent  lodgingplace; 
(0  a person  is  deemed  not  to  have  a residence  in  more  than  1 place  and  if  he  maintains  residences  within  the  boundaries  of  more  than  1 ward  or  voting  subdivision 

he  must  declare  1 as  his  residence  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

(2) A  person  who  is  a resident  of  a public  school  district  or  of  a separate  school  district  under  the  School  Act  is  deemed  to  be  a resident  of  the  public  school 
district  or  the  separate  school  district,  as  the  case  may  be,  under  this  Act. 

(3 ) Not withstanding  subsection  (2),  a person  whose  residence  is  assessable  far  public  school  purposes  or  for  separate  school  purposes  under  the  School  Act  is  deemed 

to  be  a resident  of  the  public  school  district  or  the  separate  school  district,  as  the  case  may  be,  under  this  Act.” 

Upon  declaring  his  eligibility  at  a voting  station,  an  elector  will  be  provided  with  the  appropriate  ballots. 

A PERSON  MAY  ONLY  VOTE  ONCE  IN  AN  ELECTION. 


On  receiving  the  ballots  the  elector  shall  forthwith  proceed  into  the  voting  compartment  provided  and  shall  mark  each  of  the  ballots  by  placing  an  "X"  on  the  right  hand  side  opposite 
the  name  of  the  candidate  of  his  choice.  Each  ballot  shall  only  be  marked  for  the  number  of  candidates  who  can  be  voted  for.  Marking  the  ballot  for  mare  than  the  number  of 
candidates  who  can  be  voted  for  will  make  the  ballot  void. 


In  the  case  of  a ballot  for  a by-law  or  question,  the  elector  shall  place  an  "X”  opposite  "For”  or  “Against"  or  opposite  “Yes”  or  “No.” 

After  marking  the  ballot  the  elector  shall  fold  the  ballot  so  as  to  conceal  the  names  of  the  candidates  or  the  by-law  or  question  and  the  marks  on  the  face  of  the  ballot  and  to  expose 
the  initials  of  the  officer  issuing  the  ballot  at  the  voting  station  and,  immediately  after  leaving  the  voting  compartment,  shall  without  delay  and  without  showing  the  front  to  anyone 
deliver  the  ballot  so  folded  to  the  officers  supervising  at  the  ballot  box. 

An  elector  who  has  inadvertently  dealt  with  his  ballot  in  a manner  that  it  cannot  be  conveniently  used  as  a ballot,  may,  on  returning  it  to  the  deputy  returning  officer  and  on  establishing 
the  fact  of  his  inadvertence  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  deputy  returning  officer,  receive  another  ballot. 

If  a ballot  is  torn,  defaced  or  otherwise  dealt  with  by  an  elector  so  that  the  elector  can  be  identified,  the  ballot  is  void  and  shall  not  be  counted.

"proprietary  elector"  in  respect  of  a summer  village 
means  a person  who  is  a Canadian  citizen  who  has 
resided  in  Alberta  for  the  8 consecutive  months 

immediately  preceding  election  day  and 

(a)  whose  name  appears  on  the  assessment  roll  in 

respect  of  land  located  within  the  summer 
village  that  is  liable  to  assessment  and 
taxation  for  the  general  municipal  purposes  of 
the  summer  village,  or 

(b)  who  holds  a mobile  unit  licence  under  the 
Municipal  Government  Act  in  respect  of  a mobile 
unit  located  within  the  summer  village. 

3.  In  the  case  of  an  election  for  councillors  in  a summer 
village  every  nomination  of  a candidate  shall 

(a)  be  in  a form  prescribed  under  the  Act  in 

respect  of  section  27  of  the  Act,  and 

(b)  be  signed  by  at  least  5 persons  eligible  to 

vote  in  that  election.

REGULATION  335/83 

ELECTION  OF  MAYOR  REGULATION 

LOCAL  AUTHORITIES  ELECTION  ACT 
(EFFECTIVE  AUGUST  31,  1983) 

1.(1)  In  a city  or  town  the  mayor  shall  be  elected  by  the  vote  of 
the  electors  of  the  entire  municipality. 

(2)  In  a village  the  mayor  shall  (not  later  than  6 weeks  after 
the  3rd  Monday  in  September)  be  elected  annually  by  the 
councillors  from  among  their  own  number. 

(3)  In  a municipal  district  the  reeve  shall  (not  later  than  6 
weeks  after  the  3rd  Monday  in  September)  be  elected 
annually  by  the  councillors  from  among  their  own  number. 

(4)  In  a summer  village  the  mayor  shall  (not  later  than 
August  31)  be  elected  annually  by  the  councillors  from 
among  their  own  number.

BY-LAW  OR  QUESTION  VOTE  RECOUNT  REGULATION 
LOCAL  AUTHORITIES  ELECTION  ACT 
(EFFECTIVE  FEBRUARY  29,  1984) 

1.  If  an  agent  appointed  under  section  70  of  the  Local 
Authorities  Election  Act  disagrees  with  the  record  of  the 
result  of  the  count  of  votes  as  shown  by  the  ballot  account 
of  the  officer  presiding  at  a voting  station  the  agent  may, 
on  showing  reason  for  the  disagreement,  make  an  application 
for  a recount  in  accordance  with  section  98  of  that  Act.

REGULATION  286/85 

BALLOT  BOX  REGULATION 

LOCAL  AUTHORITIES  ELECTION  ACT 
(EFFECTIVE  AUGUST  24,  1985) 

1 . In  thi s regulation, 

(a)  "Act"  means  the  Local  Authorities  Election  Act; 

(b)  "non-removable  tape"  means  a tape  with  adhesive  on  one  side  of 
sufficient  strength  that  it  may  not  be  removed  from  a cardboard 
ballot  box  without  being  cut  or  without  defacing  the  cardboard 
ballot  box. 

2.  Each  ballot  box  shall  be  made  of  durable  material,  be  provided 
with  a locking  device  and  be  constructed  so  that  the  ballots  can 
be  deposited  in  it  but  not  withdrawn  unless  the  box  is  unlocked. 

3.  An  elected  authority  may  use  cardboard  ballot  boxes  to  conduct 
an  election  if  they 

(a)  are  constructed  of  175  pound  test  or  heavier,  cardboard, 

(b)  have  a slot  on  the  top  to  allow  the  deposit  of  ballots, 

(c)  have  flags  at  2 ends  which,  when  closed  and  taped,  prevent  the 
removal  of  ballots  without  the  cardboard  ballot  boxes  first  being 
opened,  and 

(d)  have  a minimum  dimension  when  closed  of  approximately:  width  22 
centimetres,  length  36  centimetres,  and  height  36  centimetres,  in 
accordance  with  Schedule  1. 
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PART  VI 


BALLOT  BOX 

4.  A cardboard  ballot  box  used  at  an  election  shall  be  locked  and  sealed  by 
taping  as  fol lows: 

(a)  a piece  of  non- removable  tape  at  least  43  centimetres  long,  3 
centimetres  wide  and  red  in  colour  shall  be  applied  to  each  end  of 
the  cardboard  ballot  box  after  the  cardboard  box  flaps  have  been 
closed,  and 

(b)  the  non-removable  tape  shall  cover  the  intersection  of  the  closed 
flaps  so  that  it  prevents  the  flaps  from  being  opened  without 
first  cutting  the  non-removable  tape. 

5.  When  it  is  necessary  to  open  a cardboard  ballot  box  to  count  or  recount 

ballots,  only  1 end  of  the  cardboard  ballot  box  shall  be  opened  and  it 

shall  be  opened  by  cutting  the  non-removable  tape. 

6(1).  Following  the  count  of  the  ballots  the  open  end  of  the  cardboard 

ballot  box  shall  be  taped  with  a piece  of  non-removable  tape,  green  in 
colour,  of  the  size  and  in  the  manner  described  in  section  3,  but  an 
additional  piece  of  green  non-removable  tape,  shall  be  placed  over  the 
slot  for  the  deposit  of  ballots  so  that  no  further  material  may  be 

placed  in  the  cardboard  ballot  box. 

(2).  Following  the  recount  of  ballots  the  open  end  of  the  cardboard  ballot 
box  shall  be  taped  in  the  manner  described  in  subsection  (1),  but  an 
additional  piece  of  green  non-removable  tape  at  least  10  centimetres 
long,  shall  be  placed  on  the  end  of  the  cardboard  ballot  box  that  has 
been  retaped  at  right  angles  to  the  red  non-removable  tape  and  the 

green  non-removable  tapes. 

7.  The  Alternative  Ballot  Box  Regulation  (Alta.  Reg.  231/83)  is  repealed.

REGULATION  123/87 

MODIFIED  VOTING  PROCEDURE  REGULATION 
LOCAL  AUTHORITIES  ELECTION  ACT 
(EFFECTIVE  MAY  1,  1987) 


1.  Notwithstanding  Section  37  of  the  Local  Authorities  Election  Act,  the 
returning  officer  of  an  elected  authority  that  has  passed  a by-law  in 
accordance  with  Section  161(2)  of  the  Act  may  designate  the  locations 
of  more  than  1 voting  station  for  a voting  subdivision. 

2.  The  Modified  Voting  Procedure  Regulation  (Alta.  Reg.  288/85)  is 
repealed. 

3.  This  Regulation  comes  into  force  on  May  1,  1987.
